Dave, the antenna and the transmission line are operating under different 
propagation modes. 


The dielectric in the transmission line where the differential mode 
operation occurs is a source of loss. 


The antenna however is operating in a mode such that the only effect of the 
insulation is to very slightly reduce the velocity of propagation along the 


wire. Loss, if even detectable, is negligible at HF. I use insulated wire 
for all my antennas for the added strength and weather resistance. 


Curious that the #18 wire showed more loss . . . that insulation must really 
eat up radio waves! <:} 


Testing at 2400 MHz is arguable as a means for estimating dielectric loss, 
but it's fun to do anyway!
